The  Park  Ridge  Wampum  Factory

The  only  remains  of  the  Campbell  Brothers  Wampum  Factory 
are  the  name  “Wampum  Lane,”  South  of  Park  Ridge  High  School, 
and  a  sign  indicating  that  the  “Wampum  Factory"  was  on  the  pre¬ 
sent  school  site  on  Pascack  Road  next  to  the  Park  Ridge  High 
School  in  Park  Ridge,  New  Jersey. 

Soon  after  the  Europeans  arrived  on  the  North  American  Conti¬ 
nent  they  discovered  that  the  natives  traded  various  items  and  us¬ 
ed  “wampum”  as  money.  Wampum  was  derived  from  the  word 
“wampi”  meaning  white  and  “umpe”  meaning  string.  It  was  made 
from  clam  shells  found  along  the  ocean  shore.  The  shells  were 
broken,  holes  placed  in  the  center  and  put  on  a  string,  then  rolled 
between  two  flat  rocks  to  form  shell  beads.  Since  the  shell  was 
mostly  white  and  there  was  very  little  blue,  only  near  the  hinge 
connecting  the  two  shells,  the  blue  was  worth  ten  times  as  much 
as  the  white  wampum. 


White  man’s  wampum  (counterfeit)  was  producted  in  the  early 
1800’s  by  the  Campbell  family  in  Park  Ridge,  New  Jersey,  which 
is  almost  on  the  northern  New  Jersey  border  with  New'  York.  James 
Campbell  and  his  brother.  David,  invented  a  drilling  machine  which 
would  drill  holes  in  six  “hair  pipe”  wampum  pieces  at  the  same 
time.  It  is  said  that  they  could  produce  four  hundred  of  these  “hair 
pipe”  wampum  per  day. 

Shells  for  Park  Ridge  wampum  came  from  St.  Croix  in  the  West 
Indies  and  were  brought  in  trading  vessels  as  ballast  to  Hacken¬ 
sack.  River  Edge,  or  New  York  City.  In  1848  one  cargo  included 
two  thousand  large  conch  shells  which  sold  tor  five  to  six  cents 
each.  The  conch  shells  were  of  the  genus  Strombus  or  Cassis  and 
were  produced  by  burrowing  sponges  or  other  sea  organisms.  The 
shells  could  not  have  any  blemishes.  Farmers  of  the  Pascack 
Valley,  Hackensack  to  Park  Ridge,  used  the  central  core  of  the 
shell  and  made  spindle-shaped  hair  pipes  on  farm  lathes  during 
the  winter  months,  October  to  April,  and  then  sold  these  to  the 
Campbell  brothers  who  used  their  “secret  machine"  to  drill  the 
holes.  The  completed  wampum  was  then  sold  by  the  Campbells

to  the  John  Jacob  Aster  trading  post  which  was  also  in  Park  Ridge. 
The  Aster  fur  traders  in  the  western  United  States  traded  the  wam¬ 
pum  for  furs.  The  U.S.  Army  also  bought  the  “Campbell  Wam¬ 
pum' '  to  buy  land  from  the  Plains  Indians.  Many  pictures  of  Plains 
Indian  Chiefs  have  rows  of  the  Campbell  “hair  pipe"  wampum 
in  two  or  more  parallel  rows  down  the  jacket  fronts.  The  Park 
Ridge  wampum  was  important  in  western  trade  and  opening  up 
new  lands  for  Eastern  settlers.  The  wampum  was  also  a  base  for 
the  John  Jacob  Aster  fortune. 

Wampum  at  Park  Ridge  came  in  long  and  short  “hair  pipe" 
varieties,  sought  by  the  indians  as  being  a  new  type  and  unique 
wampum,  and  in  full  moon  shaped  wampum.  The  hair  pipes  could 
also  be  cut  into  short  lengths  for  "regular  wampum.” 

The  Campbell  brothers  "secret  machine.”  the  only  known  wam¬ 
pum  hole  making  machine  in  the  world  is  found  at  the  Pascack 
Historical  Society  building,  19  Ridge  Avenue  in  Park  Ridge.  New 
Jersey.  The  building,  a  former  chuch.  is  open  from  1-5  p.m.  on 
Sundays.

I  couldn’t  believe  my  ears  when  I  heard 
what  GSNA  treasurer  Sandy  Ross  told  me 
when  he  telephoned  my  home  in  May. 

“Jim,”  said  Sandy,  “Congraulations! 
You’ve  been  selected  as  the  GSNA's  adult 
winner  in  the  ANA  Summer  Seminar  this 
year.” 

I  needed  someone  to  pinch  me.  I  thought 
I  was  dreaming.  I  decided  to  give  the  an¬ 
nual  scholarship  award  a  try  this  year  at 
the  urging  of  two  of  the  mainstays  of  my 
local  membership,  the  New  Egypt  Coin 
Club,  Dennis  and  Doug  Tilghntann.  Both 
had  been  to  Colorado  Springs  before  and 
had  spoken  well  of  their  experiences. 

So  I  filled  out  the  form  in  March  for  a 
shot  at  visiting  the  mecca  for  numismatists 
and  pretty  much  forgot  about  it,  until 
Sandy  called. 

A  few  weeks  later,  I  was  on  board  a 
Continental  Airlines  flight  in  Newark, 
bound  for  Denver.  After  a  change  of 
planes.  I  arrived  in  Colorado  Springs  on 
Sunday,  July  9  with  junior  member  GSNA 
scholarship  winner  Adam  Feinberg. 

I  checked  into  Colorado  College's 
Loomis  Hall,  where  I  got  acquainted  with 
the  surroundings,  fellow  students,  and 
reference  points  from  the  map  in  the  zip- 
pered  case  provided  for  by  ANA  Educa¬ 
tion  Coordinator  Judy  Padgett,  who  work¬ 
ed  harder  and  longer  than  anyone  else  to 
make  the  Summer  Seminar  a  success. 
Since  the  college  campus  is  located  right 
next  to  the  ANA  building,  it  was  very  con¬ 
venient  to  go  on  foot  from  the  Loomis  dor¬ 
mitory,  to  class,  to  Worner  Center 
(cafeteria  and  student  lounge)  to  the  ANA 
building. 

This  first  evening's  festivities  was  a 
“Welcome  Aboard”  session  at  the  Col¬ 
orado  Springs  Fine  Arts  Center.  Opening 
remarks  were  made  by  education  head 
James  Taylor,  ANA  president  Steve 
Taylor,  and  keynote  speaker  Cynthia 
Baker.  Baker,  who  was  recently  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Denver  Mint,  talked  about 
the  priceless  value  of  eduation  in 
numismatics.  While  head  of  the  mint,  her 
Denver  employees  set  a  one-day  record  of 
most  coins  ever  produced  by  a  U.S.  facili¬ 
ty.  She  is  currently  matriculating  at  the 
John  F.  Kennedy  School  of  Government 
at  Harvard  University. 


I  had  originally  requested  the  “Writing 
and  Numismatic  Research”  course  be¬ 
cause  it  would  have  combined  my  profes¬ 
sional  career  with  my  hobby.  Unfortunate¬ 
ly.  that  course  was  cancelled,  so  I  selected 
“Detection  of  Counterfeit  and  Altered 
Coins”  instead.  It  turned  out  to  be  worth 
the  switch. 

J.P.  Martin  taught  the  course.  He’s  had 
five  years  experience  as  an  ANACS 
authenticator  and  was  a  dealer  prior  to  that 
time.  Martin  discussed  the  generalities  of 
counterfeiting  and  alteration,  stating  that 
over  a  million  photos  of  these  “bad  coins” 
are  on  file  at  the  ANA.  He  also  passed  out 
information  sheets  describing  the  different 
methods  fake  coins  are  produced.  The 
sheets  also  gave  examples  of  how  common 
coins  become  apparent  rarities  through  the 
clever  and  devious  ways  the  unscrupulous 
have  found  to  change  dates,  add  or  remove 
mint  marks,  or  othe  ways  (like  a  removed 
leg  on  the  1937-D  nickel).  There  were  also 
characteristics  or  “diagnostics,”  as  Martin 
liked  to  call  them  of  what  to  look  for  in 
a  particular  genuine  coin,  as  opposed  to  the 
altered,  or  fake. 

The  first  two  days  were  mainly  slide 
show  days.  J.P.  had  two  projectors  runn¬ 
ing  at  the  same  time,  and  he  challenged  his 
class  to  pick  out  the  genuine  coin  and  the 
altered  or  counterfeit  coin.  We  looked  at 
mainly  U.S.  minor  pieces  and  silver  on 
Monday.  On  Tuesday  we  looked  at  slides 
of  gold  and  commemorative  U.S.  coins. 

On  Monday  night,  I  was  taken  to  ride 
up  Pikes  Peak  via  their  cog  railway.  Once 
you  got  over  the  lightheadedness  of  being 
over  14,000  feet  above  sea  level,  it  was 
quite  a  sight  to  look  down  eastward  and 
see  the  Great  Plains  for  miles  around,  or 
westward  to  see  more  of  the  majjestic 
Rockies. 


The  following  night,  I  broke  away  from 
the  regularly  scheduled  events  to  watch  the 
Major  League  Baseball  All-Star  Game  on 
television  at  the  student  lounge.  But  even 
then,  I  managed  to  catch  part  of  Bill  Fivaz’ 
“Cherry  Pickers”  (underpriced  coins  to 
look  out  for)  lecture  following  the  game. 

Wednesday  was  the  highlight  day  of  the 
week,  as  I  joined  my  fellow  students  for 
the  75-mile  bus  trip  up  1-25  from  Colorado 
Springs  to  Denver  to  tour  the  U.S.  Mint. 
On  the  way  northward,  we  saw  the  Air 
Force  Academy,  just  outside  of  Colorado 
Springs.  We  also  saw  the  Denver  sports 
complex,  consisting  of  Mile  High  Stadium, 
home  of  the  NFL  Broncos,  and  McNichols 
Arena,  home  for  the  NBA  Nuggets. 

We  arrived  at  the  Denver  Mint  and  were 
briefed  by  the  Deputy  Superintendent  and 
one  of  his  administrators,  a  Mr.  Her¬ 
nandez,  about  security  requirements.  Other 
than  the  foyer  (entrance)  area,  we  were  not 
allowed  to  take  photographs  inside  the 
mint.  For  obvious  reasons,  the  security  at 
the  mint  is  extraordinary.  We  got  to  see 
the  second  largest  gold  repository  (next  to 
Fort  Knox)  in  the  United  States.  We  saw 
behind  bars  and  in  front  of  the  main  vault 
entrance  a  small  group  of  bars  worth 
several  hundred  thousand  dollars.  We  were 
given  the  regular  tour  of  overseeing  the  en¬ 
tire  minting  operation  of  the  business 
strikes  from  corridors  above  the  produc¬ 
tion  rooms.  Because  our  group  was  so 
large  (over  100  people),  we  weren't  allow¬ 
ed  to  go  into  the  production  area  for 
business  strikes.  But  we  did  get  inside  to 
the  special  minting  area  where  the  com- 
memoratives  are  struck.  This  year,  it's  the 
Congresssional  bicentennial  uncirculated 
coins  (clad  half  and  silver  dollar)  that  are 
Denver’s  responsibility.  We  could  look 
(but  not  touch!)  at  the  coins  and  at  one  of

the  dies  used.  However,  they  were  not  for 
sale  to  the  general  public  during  my  visit. 

However,  the  mint  has  a  sales  area 
where  there  were  many  special  minted 
coins,  coin  sets,  medals  and  publications 
for  those  wishing  to  buy.  As  for  myself, 
I  did  buy  a  copy  of  a  small  paperback. 
"The  History  of  the  Denver  Mint”  by 
David  J.  Eitemiller,  along  w  ith  a  souvenir 
uncirculated  set.  and  a  bunch  of  Denver 
Mint  medals...  I  had  the  privilege  of 
striking  the  medals  myself,  merely  by 
pressing  an  electronic  remote  button  and 
being  assisted  by  two  young  ladies  who  fed 
the  blanks  and  set  up  the  machinery. 

We  were  allowed  a  brief  w'alk  in  the 
center  of  Denver  where  the  park,  and  the 
state  and  local  government  offices  are 
located.  Then  it  was  back  to  the  bus.  where 
we  headed  for  a  restaurant  near  Mile  High 
Stadium  where  w-e  had  a  splendid  buffet 
lunch. 

When  we  returned  to  Colorado  Springs, 
I  took  in  the  ANA  tour.  I  visited  its  ad¬ 
ministrative  offices,  the  authentication  of¬ 
fices.  photography  lab.  copy  room  and 
editorial  office  for  “The  Numismatist." 
the  museum  of  coins  and  currency  (which 
houses  the  1913  Liberty  Nickel  and  1804 
dollar)  and  the  library.  1  spent  some  add¬ 
ed  time  at  the  library  reading  some  old  Red 
Books,  Blue  Books,  and  reading  about  my 
favorites  to  collect.  Standing  Liberty 
Quarters  and  Mercury  Dimes.  I  then  head¬ 
ed  back  to  the  student  lounge  and  dorm 
where  1  talked  w'ith  other  students. 

On  Thursday  and  Friday  it  was  back  to 
class  where  we  examined  actual  coins  and 
checked  them  under  microscopes  for 
authenticity.  We  took  a  written  test  Friday, 
and  received  our  attendance  certificates 
from  Steve  Taylor.  On  Thursday  evening 
I  attended  a  lecture  on  how  to  show  and 
judge  a  presentation  case. 

Friday  evening  was  the  closing  festivities 
held  at  the  Iron  Springs  Chateau,  a  dinner 
theatre  about  10  miles  from  Colorado 
Springs.  We  listened  to  the  closing 
remarks  by  Steve  Taylor.  James  Taylor, 
and  Bob  Leuver,  who  was  unable  to  attend 
during  the  week  due  to  having  to  be  in 
Washington,  testifying  before  Congress 
about  coin  design  changes.  Bill  Fivaz  and 
Ed  Rochette  were  cited  for  their  services 
to  the  organization.  But  Judy  Padgett  was 
the  one  who  got  the  standing  ovation  from 
the  150  in  attendance,  as  she  was  the  lady 
who  made  the  whole  week  possible  and 
enjoyable,  the  one  who  was  there  for  all 
who  needed  assistance,  the  mother  hen  to 
the  junior  members  who  somehow  got  lost 


or  forgot  to  bring  something  they  needed. 

The  festivities  were  followed  by  an  all- 
you-could-eat  ribs  and  chicken  dinner,  then 
some  tongue-in-cheek  entertainment,  pro¬ 
vided  by  a  local  acting  group.  Everybody 
got  to  laugh  and  enjoy  the  show. 

Check-out  time  at  Loomis  Hall  was 
Saturday.  I  stayed  in  town  to  take  in  a 
minor  league  baseball  game,  the  Colorado 
Springs  Sky  Sox  against  Tacoma.  I  stayed 
that  night  in  a  motel,  then  Hew  home 
Sunday. 

It  was  a  worthwhile  experience,  and  I 
hope  to  come  back  here  again  for  another 
seminar.  It  was  a  privilege  to  be  here, 
courtesy  of  the  GSNA,  and  I  thank  them 
for  sending  me.  Next  time.  I'll  come  pay¬ 
ing  my  way.  It  would  still  be  worth  it. 

COINS

In  the  good  old  days  when  the  fair  sex 
adorned  our  nation's  coins  you  got  a  lot 
more  for  your  money,  artistically  and  in 
the  marketplace. 

When  George  Morgan  designed  the 
silver  dollar  (1878)  he  asked  a  young 
Philadelphia  schoolteacher  to  be  his  model 
and  she  became  the  first  actual  model  for 
a  coin.  Up  to  that  time,  all  the  figures  were 
allegorical,  dreamed  up  by  the  coin 
designers. 


Did  that  start  a  whole  new  wave?  Not 
so.  It  wasn’t  until  1907  when  Teddy 
Roosevelt  contacted  Augustus  Saint- 
Gaudens  to  design  a  $20  (double  eagle) 
with  class.  The  chief  executive  said  our 
coins  had  no  pizzazz  and  he  wanted  to 
upgrade  them. 

The  famous  artist  contacted  Alice  Butler 
of  Windsor,  Vermont,  who  had  features 
like  a  Roman  Goddess.  The  golden  girl 
tloating  along  in  flowing  garment  turned 
out  to  be  the  most  beautiful  coin  ever  to 
roll  off  the  mint’s  coining  presses. 

In  1916  Hermon  MacNeil's  Standing 
Liberty  Quarter  dollar  caused  a  sensation. 
He  chose  a  petite  lady  named  Dora 
Doscher  to  pose  for  his  design  and  when 
it  hit  the  streets  it  was  "Bombsville!" 
"Obscene"  cried  the  pious  old  ladies. 
"Put  some  clothes  on  the  hussy"  scream¬ 
ed  the  libbers  of  her  day  and  cloth  her  they 
did  in  1917  with  a  garment  of  chain  mail. 

Dora  was  also  the  model  for  "Diana" 
which  you  may  view  at  the  New  York 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art.  a  creation 
of  Karl  Bitter  who  also  took  Dora’s 
measurements  for  his  figure  for  the 
Pulitzer  Memorial  Fountain  at  58th  Street 
and  Fifth  Avenue. 

Anthony  DeFrancisci,  a  medallist,  took 
his  young  birde  as  a  model  when  he 
fashioned  the  Peace  Dollar  struck  in  1921. 
Teresa  Cafarelli  is  the  only  woman  still 
alive  who  was  the  model  for  a  U.S.  coin.

This  engraving,  printed  from  a  plate  prepared  from  the  original  master  die,  is  a  replica  of  the  face  of  the  1896  $1 
Silver  Certificate.  It  is  the  first  of  a  set  of  three  souvenir  cards  that  will  relate  to  notes  of  that  Series. 

The  design  of  this  primary  denomination  was  conceived  and  executed  for  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  by 
the  well-known  illustrator  and  muralist  of  the  day.  Will  H.  Low.  That  artist  chose  for  his  theme  the  glory  of  our  national  heritage, 
which  he  depicted  in  allegorical  form  under  the  title  of  "History  Instructing  Youth". 

Even  though  highly  acclaimed  as  works  of  art,  the  Series  was  short-lived.  The  myriad  forms,  shields,  and  lettering  made 
it  relatively  easy  for  counterfeiters  to  duplicate  and  alter  the  notes;  consequently,  their  issuance  was  discontinued  and  they 
were  supplanted  by  the  Series  1899  notes.

SOME  THOUGHTS  ON 
COLLECTING  THE  EDUCATIONAL  NOTES: 
Silver  Certificates,  Series  of  1896 


Robert  Friedberg  in  his  book,  “Paper 
Money  of  the  United  States,”  considers  the 
Silver  Certificates  -  Series  1896;  (a.k.a. 
the  Educational  Set)  to  be  “the  most 
historical  and  most  artistically  designed  of 
all  issues  of  our  currency.” 

During  the  period  from  1862  through 
1928,  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Engrav¬ 
ing  and  Printing  (B.E.P.)  issued  large  size 
currency  under  many  categories  such  as 
Legal  Tender  or  United  States  Notes, 
Silver  Certificates,  Gold  Certificates, 
Treasury  or  Coin  Notes,  etc.  The  designs 
on  these  notes  changed  continually  on  both 
the  front  and  back.  Such  series  as  the  Legal 
Tender  examples  of  1 869,  '75,  '80  and  the 
1917  $1.00  Washington  notes,  may  have 
retained  the  general  design  motives,  but  the 
hues  and  seals  might  be  altered  or  chang¬ 
ed  as  evidenced  by  the  “Rainbow”  notes 
of  1869  on  the  large  brown  seal  vs.  large 
or  small  red  seals  of  1880.  The  engraver’s 
art  was  at  its  height  in  those  years  and  our 
paper  money  was  as  magnificent  to  behold 
(as  well  as  to  spend  or  save)  as  any  in  the 
world.  Since  1928  with  the  issurance  of 
smal  currency,  the  designs  have  remained 
virtually  the  same  with  minor  modifica¬ 
tions  -  and  like  much  of  our  contemporary 
coinage,  offer  little  intrinsic  beauty  for  the

collector  to  savor  in  comparison  with  notes 
of  the  previous  era. 

Because  of  their  popularity,  large  size 
U.S.  paper  money  specimens  have  increas¬ 
ed  in  value  ten-fold  during  the  past  fifteen 
years;  and  not  just  in  GEM  CRISP  UN¬ 
CIRCULATED  grades.  The  Educational 
series,  in  particular,  now  commands  up¬ 
wards  of  $3,500  for  a  complete  set  of  three 
notes  in  CU.  A  well  centered  gem  set 
would  be  considerably  more.  Very  fine  to 
extra  fine  specimens  are  less  costly  to  own. 
of  course,  but  the  $2.00  and  $5.00 
denominations  are  becoming  increasingly 
more  difficult  to  locate  in  nice  condition. 
In  a  recent  retail  offering  by  a  major  new 
York  firm,  a  $5.00  Educational  graded  VF 
to  XF  was  offered  for  $925.  In  1979,  this 
same  note  in  CU  was  selling  at  that  figure. 
This  same  firm  was  now  asking  well  over 
$2,000  for  CU  specimens  of  the  $2.00 
Educational  note  so  one  can  readily 
observe  that  beautiful  large  paper  money 
of  the  U.S.  does  not  come  cheap. 

For  the  collector  on  a  modest  budget, 
there  is  another  route  to  consider  if  one 
wishes  to  acquire  examples  of  these  three 
notes  or  any  of  our  large  size  paper  money 
designs  -  and  that  is  through  the  acquisitin 
of  sourvenir  cards.  The  notes  are  printed 


at  the  same  size  as  the  original  and  from 
the  same  plates.  What  are  missing  from  the 
notes  are  the  serial  numvers,  and  in  some 
instances,  the  signatories.  Many  sourvenir 
cards  sell  for  under  $5.  As  more  persons 
begin  to  collect  them,  this  ara  of  the  hob¬ 
by  will  rise  in  price  as  well,  but  this  is  only 
beginning  to  occur  as  of  this  writing  and 
there  is  still  time  to  get  in  “on  the  ground 
floor”  so  to  speak. 

Whether  you  can  afford  the  actual  notes 
or  collect  via  the  souvenir  card  route,  hav¬ 
ing  one  of  these  beautiful  works  of  art  is 
a  reminder  of  what  Grandpa  may  have 
taken  home  as  part  of  his  weekly  paycheck 
when  these  silver  certificates  actually 
circulated.
